Post changes in advertised cast in lobby instead 
of informing audience after house lights dimmed... Teach 
the ushers right from left and how to count by twos... Be 
polite to departing theatre-goers and let them get outside 
before turning out the lights and bolting the doors... Ihform 
commuters of length of play so they don't have to crack 
neighbors knees as they dash for 11:15 PM...Speed up cur- 
tain calls so stage managers and stars don't have to be gam- 
blers with the audience's applause... Clean the costumes and 
touch up the sets of a long run hit at least once during the 
year...Say something nice in public about critics.,.Come 
summer and the annual battle between the noisy cooling 
system and the star who demands it be turned off, stick up 
for the audience and seek louder stars.
